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New Chemical Proves 
Effective For Fly Control 

This summer, fly control could be one 
of the better Investments to make in 
livestock enterprises. 

“For insect control, every dollar 
spent to obtain control will gain you $4 
to S8 in return,” says Dr. John Camp 
bell, as entomologist with the Univorsi 
ty of Nebraska. 

Based on studies in Nebraska and 
linols, entomologists estimate that two 
fly specios are costing U.S. livestock 
producers about $226 million annually. 

Those two species — the stable fly 
and housefly — are the most common 
and economically threatening to confin¬ 
ed beef cattle, dairy cattle and swine, 
Campbell says. 

In confined beef cattle (feedlote, calv¬ 
ing barns, etc.), the stable fly presents 
the worst problem. As few as five of the 
bloodsucking stable flies per animal can 
reduce weight gains enough to warrant 


treatment. Reduced gains from stable 
flies in finishing and growing cattle 
"will average out to about three-tenths 
pound por day," Campbell says. 

In dairy cattle, controlUng both the 
stable fly nnd housefly is Important. 
The stable fly will sufficiently agitate 
cows to reduce milk production. The 
non-bloodsucking housefly may con 
tribute to reductions in milk produc 
tion, but is more significant In disease 


transmission. 


If you're serious about controlUng 
flies near livestock premises, consider 
the two-step management program 
Campbell recommends: Sanitation, 
first, followed by "Judicial use of inaec 
ticides." 


A management system of fly control 
has to consist of sanitation to start 


with. Unless you do that, moat fly con 
trol systems with chemicals don't 
work,” he asserts. "Determine where 


your major fly breeding problems are, 
and if possible, clean up or reduce 
breeding areas. ‘

That means cleaning up any combina¬ 
tion of spilled grain, feed, moisture and 
manure — the ideal fly breeding en¬ 
vironment. Make certain your waterers 
don't leak and contribute to the 
breeding environment, he says. 

Insecticides available as premise 
sprays have been limited to knockdown 
and residual products. Knockdown pro¬ 
ducts are misted into areas and kill flies 
on contact. The less-convenient residual 
sprays are applied to fly resting areas 
and control flies over a period of time. 

New on the market this year is a 
chemical group that adds a "new dimen¬ 
sion" to insecticides, Campbell saya. 
The new synthetic pyrethroids offer 
both quick knockdown and long residual 
qualities. A new premise spray formula¬ 
tion 1s available to stockmon as Permoc- 
trin 10 Percent EC (emulsfiahle concen¬ 
trate) from Anchor Laboratories. 

The now insecticide is "much more ef¬ 
ficient than tho ones wo'vo usod in tho 
past," Campbell says. In Nebraska 
research, only five applications of the 
now chemical wero necossury to obtain 
the same degree of fly control ns 16 ap¬ 
plications of the older insecticides. 

Appliod away from direct sunlight, 
the new Insecticide may retain residual 
control for up to six weoks, Campbell's 
research indicalos. 

For Insecticide application around 
Lhe farmstead, Lhc most efficient tool Is 
the mist blower, Sometimes called a fog- 
gar. These sprayer;; aro nvuilahlo in 
several sizes nnd price ranges. For 
dairy and swine buildings, a hose-aitd 
gun sprayer also may he sufficient. 

A key to efficient fly control is know 
ing where nnd when to spray insec 
ticides, Campbell saya. 

During the day. stnblc .flies prefer 
sheltered shade, Campbell says, but not 
dark interiors. "They will como into tho 
building part way as long as thore Is 
light. They tend lo bo on the front side; 
of buildings and shady areas or vegeta 
tion during the hot part of the day." . 

During tho heal of tho day, both 
stable flies and houseflies may seek 
shady areas such as surrounding trees. 
An application of insecticide In the 
trees at this time can be an effective 
control measure. . 

Houseflies are actually easier to 
spray at night, the entomologist says. 
"They're a little like chickens. They 
roost somewhere at night — inside a 
building on the walla or ceilings, or
